(Sounds large and heavy, like a plate of metal about the 
size of a dime. )

Hi all, 

They are not the originals, but once installed, the only visible 
difference is that they are "satin black" instead of shiny black. 

These are the same outside dimensions as those on all (that I've seen) 
4-lines & TR-3/4's, & at least some 7-line, but do not have the soft rubber 
insert that some have. They are plastic, with a very slightly soft feel, 
not shiny, but "flat black". They are 5/8" tall, tapered 15/16" to 3/4", 
and have a hole which will pass a #10 screw, the usual one used, but these 
are not threaded, as the originals are. A #410 nut will press into the 
recessed bottom, as will a #8 nut. They come with a metal flanged insert 
that fits tightly into the hole, and that will pass a #8 screw. So, you 
can use either a #10 or #8 screw & nut, supply your own. The std #10's are 
not long enough to re-use. 

Basically, they are $.50/foot, plus shipping of $1.00 for the first 4, and 
$.25 for each additional 4. Please, let's do it in multiples of 4. Here's 
a breakdown:

This periodic posting is intended as a gentle nudge and suggestion 
which should improve the quality of posts to the BoatAnchors list, and 
maintain our excellent (and high) signal to noise ratio... 


The list culture has developed to include "for sale" and "wanted" 
posts. Originally, all buying and selling traffic was focused on 
finding parts to complete a restoration. As the list has evolved, 
there has been an increase in buying and selling activity, which 
may not be all bad. 


There is, however, a real need to observe certain conventions, lest 
this otherwise benign activity turn into a real disturbance to the 
real purpose of the list: discussions of radio equipment using 
vaccuum tubes, including the life and times of the designers and 
users of such gear. 


Please observe these guidelines: 


There is never a reason for an auction post or update on the 
Boatanchors List... comments about gear at auction elsewhere are noise, 
and those who would care already visit the auction sites, 

and those who do not frequent the auctions do not want to hear 

about it... simple policy 


1) LIMIT the frequency of for sale postings... once a month is a 
good starting point 


2) DO NOT post endless "xxx is sold" to the entire list... you offered 
it for sale, and it is not considerate of list resources (which 
include the time and energy of the other list members) to burden 
the list with these senseless notices. Use direct email to those 
who responded, or, if you don't want to answer them personally, 
just don't use the list to advertise them for sale! 


3) AVOID even the mere faint appearance that you are posting items 
for sale as a regular adjunct to your business dealings. This has 


become more of a problem lately with some long lists showing up 
regularly on the main list, or with dealers who appear to be using 
the list for their personal advertising advantage. Failure to 
observe these basics xwillx result in banishment from the list -- 
just don't do it! When even a shadow of doubt creeps in, read the 
"Welcome" message again... it spells it out! 


4) DO be considerate of those on the list in your for sale or wanted 
postings. Keep them short, infrequent, and ONLY include items 
specifically appropriate to the list -- NO solid state gear is 
obvious, but try to avoid pushing the envelope in any area. 


5) LONG lists and estate offerings should be sent to me at: 
listown@jackatak.theporch.com 
so they may be uploaded to the archives for email, web, or ftp retrieval.

and follow the "ListProc Web Interface" Link to get registered 
and use the web interface, which allows searching of previous 
articles and the archived text files.

This has been a most interesting thread even though the Collins content is 
minimal. It's a real shame that the hams of today whose only contact with 
the official aspect of the hobby is with the VE teams and most likely will 
not have anything remotely approaching these same experiences. 


Learning of the passing of Lew McCoy, W1ICP is very saddening to me 
personally as I remember reading his articles in the HANDBOOK and QST from 


back when I was studying for my first licence. So I think these 
reminiscences on our licensing experiences in the 50s and 60s are most 
appropriate as a tribute to Lew. I met Lew many times at Dayton after his 
retirement from the League at the QCWA booth at Dayton. He wrote a monthly 
column in Electric Radio which was always the first thing I read in that 
wonderful publication. JI cannot think of any other amateur that will be as 
universally missed by the vintage radio crowd as W1ICP. Of course the 
mainstream new-age hams will probably have never heard of him unless they 
happen to pick up a copy of his antenna book. 


My own first experience was in Canada with the Department of Transport 
examiner in Montreal. I remember it very well. The test consisted of 
several parts, including an oral grilling. The first element was CW 
receiving. In those days the examiners were real Radio Inspectors and know 
their stuff. They were very intimidating. They had all been radio 
operators before getting office jobs. The RIs in the Montreal office used 
CW as a form of intercom. Each had a key and oscillator on their desks. I 
was ushered to the RI's desk and he handed be several sheets of paper and a 
pencil. "Wait here" he told me and walked away. I remember seeing what 
looked like a couple of 51J-(3 or 4 receivers in a rack (obligatory Collins 
content!). A few minutes later I heard some code coming from his intercom 
speaker. It was a message for him about some regulation change so I copied 
it down for him as a last minute practice session. When he returned I 
handed him the message and he told me I had just passed my Morse Code 
receiving test. 


Then I was given the key and told to send. He made me do it for five 
minutes at 10 WPM. Then the written, three elements, regs, theory and 
eight schematic (not block!) diagrams. Finally the RI collected my sheets 
and told em to wait. It wasn't over - there was the final element - the 
oral! It seemed like an hour but in reality was about ten minutes of 
questions based on my schematic diagrams with a few regulatory questions 
thrown in for good measure. 


I only found out I passed five days later when my Certificate of 
Proficiency in Radio arrived by Registered Mail. I was then “invited" to 
go down to the DoT office to apply for a station licence which I did 
immediately. 


There was no two meter CB as we know it today. Repeaters were just 
starting to be built and all equipment was ex-commercial gear. Most of us 
had little or no interest in VHF. Most of the action was on HF with some 
six meters thrown in for good measure. My first licence authorized A1 only 
up to 30 Megacycles. After six months we were allowed to take our log down 
to the DoT to prove that we were operating out stations on a regular basis 
to apply for an endorsement to operate A3 on 10 Meters. After a full year 
had elapsed we were allowed to sit for the Amateur Advanced certificate 
which allowed full phone privileges. The test was nothing compared to the 


first one. 


Today's amateurs don't know what they missed! Wouldn't trade the 
experience for a fist full of "slow code extra" tickets!
